Tourists camps are so frequent 
now* that tourists usually start 
out 
with their trip planned to make ov- 
ernigh stops at those towns and cit 
ics where such *a eonvienee is pro­ 
vided. They usually pass* up 
the 
town or city without it and go on 
to some pleasant spot 
along 
the 
roadside to pitch camp.

early summer and often, not more 
than six ty a y ear. 
When poultry are 
kept in 
con­ 
fined qua rters tlm principles that 
underlie the 
methods 
of 
keeping 
them healthy and vigorous must be 
understood. 
Disea ses 
are due 
to 
germs which develop 
and flourish 
when conditions 
are 
right. 
The 
only way to keep fowls healthy is 
to keep them a wa y from a super­ 
abundance of the>e 
disea se germs. 
They may be able to throw oiT tlit? 
effects of a few, but 
will 
usually 
succumb if 
the number 
of 
these 
germs gets too large. 


As these germs breed and thrive 
in 
filth and dampness, 
cleanliness 
and dry ness arc flic two main e s­ 
sentials to keeping fowls tree from 
disease.

If arty 
fowls develop 
disea ses 
they should 
immediately

re­ 
moved 
from

flock and treated, 
and should not 
be returned until all tra ces of the 
trouble 
have pa ssed. 
Fowls 
that 
are badly infected should be killed 
and buried or burned. 


Close 
confinement in the 
small 
houses with insufficient 
ventilation 
is very favorable to disease. 
Lack 
of ventilation 
mea ns 
an a ccumu­ 
lation of dampness. 
For this rea ­ 
son the house should he light and 
should have as much sunshine a s 
possible. 


Houses 
and 
coops 
should 
be 
cleaned and 
disinfected 
to 
keep 
them free from red mites and lice, 
both of which are serious enemies 
of fowls. 
The signs of these ver­ 
min should not he waited for. 
The 
houses 
should he 
sy stema tica lly 
disinfected to foresta ll troubles. 


Care must a lso be taken in feed­ 
ing. 
Nothing 
but the finest 
and 
soundest foodstuffs should he used. 
Musty and mouldy grain will make 
fowls ill.

who is*-in charge of this work with 
a committee from the Indiana Corn

farmers had fields of wheat which 
were inspected by representa tives of 
the corn growers a ssocia tion. 
All, 
however, must pa ss 
the 
threshed 
sample test and the committee of the 
eorn growers 
will meet at Purdue 
about tiie middle of August to 
go 
over these 
samples. 
None can be 
sold a s certified 
wheat 
unless 
it 
pa sses both field and threshed sa m ­ 
ple test. 
Altogether from 2500 to 
27 00 a cres were field inspected.

past year. 


Th League has . now 
actually 


passed into the hands and control of 
the liberals, with a real leader. The 
League, durinjf the three years of 
its existence, lias cut its eyeteetii 
to aii extent w'liere it wants some- 
thing real to chew on. 


In other words the League instead 


of being content with handling more 
or less routine questions, proposes 
to butt in of its own 
intiative on 


current -questions, such as 
repara- 


tions, inter-allied debts, the Buhr, the 
near east and everything else that is 
constituting an obstacle to peace. 


\Vhile none o£ these questions fig- 


ure at the present lime on the agen- 
da, owing to the fact that the agen-' 
da has to be drawn up and circular- 
ized to all Leaguers four months in 
advance, nevertheless t'he constitu- 
tion of the League permits all such 
current questions to be brought up 
on the floor of the assembly.

in 


cramped 
quarters, 
there

doubt that they have 
more 
ills 


than fowls did years ago when they 
roamed 
the 
fields 
almost 
wild. 


Farmers allowing chicken the free 
run of their farms usually 
have 


less trouble than poultrymen • who 
are compelled to keep a-large num- 
ber on a small area. 


Inbreeding, forcing, crowding, etc., 


have been responsible 
for 
many 


of these ills.' But still, in spite of 
these difficulties, there are few that 
would be willing to go back to wild 
conditions, or to fowls that laid 
eggs only in the late spring and 
early summer and often, not more 
than sixty a year. 


When poultry are 
kept in con- 


fined quarters the principles that 
underlie the methods 
of 
keeping 


them healthy and vigorous must be 
understood. Diseases 
are due to 


germs whk-h develop 
and flourish 


when conditions are right. 
The 


only way to keep* fowls-healthy-is 
to keep them away from a super- 
abundance of these disease germs. 
They may be able to throw off the 
effects of a few, but will 
usually 


succumb if the number of 
these 


germs gets too large. 


As these germs breed and thrive 


in filth and dampness, cleanliness 
and dryness arc. the two main es- 
sentials to keeping fowls free from 
disease. 
Wherever dirt is present 


germs are present also, and wher- 
ever things are damp they have a 
good chance to develop. 


Preventative measures should be 


constantly practiced and the houses 
and runways of chickens kept as 
clean and as free from dampness as 
possible. The coop should be spray- 
ed inside at least once a month with 
some good insecticide, such as cre- 
osote, diluted with two parts 
of 


kerosene, or some equally effective 
preparation. 
Sanitary measures of 


this kind alone are not sufficient. 
The poultryman should start with 
good healthy stock and should not 
admit any new fowl to the flock un- 
til it has been kept in quarantine for 
a sufficient length of time to deter- 
mine whether or not it has* any dis- 
ease that can be given to the other 
chickens. 


If arty fowls develop 
diseases 


they should immediately 
be 
rc- 


movdd from the 'balance 
of the 


flock and treated, and should not 
be returned until all traces of -the 
trouble have passed. Fowls 
that 


arc badly infected should be killed 
and buried or burned. 


Close 
confinement in the small 


houses with insufficient 
ventilation 


is very favorable to disease. Lack 
of ventilation 
means an accumu- 


lation of dampness. 
For this rea- 


son the house should be light and. 
should have as much sunshine as 
possible. 


Houses and 
coops 
should be 


cleaned and disinfected 
to 
keep 


them free from red mites and lice, 
both of which are serious enemies 
of fowls. 
The signs of these ver- 


min should not be waited for. 
The 


houses 
should be 
systematically 


disinfected to forestall troubles. 


Care must also be taken in feed- 


ing. 
Nothing but the finest and 


soundest foodstuffs should be used. 
Musty and mouldy grain will make 
fowls ill. 
This may 
even 
make 


them so sick that they will never 
regain 
their health 
again. One 


great preventative 
of disease is 


found in the use of epsom salts 
given about once in two weeks dnr-

FARMERS DEMAND 
PURE SEED WHEAT 


Indiana Farmers Are Taking Hold 
Of Wheat From Fields That Have 


Been Certified, Report Shows 


MANY FIELDS INSPECTED 


One Man Who's Field Passed The 


Test, Sold 535 Of 570 Bushels 


To His Next Neighbor . 


How Indiana farmers are taking 


hold of the wheat from fields that 
have been certified as to purity atul 
freedom from disease and weeds or 
other grain, is shown in a number 
of reports received the last few days 
by W. A. Ostrander, soils and crops 
specialist on the Agricultural Ex- 
tension staff of Purdue University 
who isSn charge of this work with 
a committee from the Indiana Corn 
Growers' 
Association. 
About 100 


farmers had fields of wheat which 
were inspected by representatives of 
the corn growers association. All, 
however, must pass 
the 
threshed 


sample test and the committee of the 
corn growers 
will meet at Purdue 


about the middle of August to go 
over these samples. 
None can be 


sold as certified wheat unless it 
passes both field and threshed sam- 
ple test. 
Altogether from 2500 to, 


2700 acres were field inspected. 


One man in Wabash county, whose 


crop pussed the field test, sold 535 
of, 570 bushels 
to 
his 
neighbors 


within a few days after threshing. 
Another man in Johnson county sold 
100 of ICO bushels which passed the 
same test, within a few days. He 
kept 60 bushels for seed. A sim- 
ilar report was made from Dayton 
in Tippccanoe county. 


"Nearly three fourths of the crop 


which passed muster was of the 
Michikoffi variety, the new- wheat de- 
veloped by. Purdue," said Mr. Os- 
trader. 
"We 
:flnd generally 
that 


this wheat is outyielding other var- 
ieties and the farmers are getting 
splendid results from it. 
Several 


Hancock county growers have ob- 
tained average yields from 21 to 5 
bushels higher per acre where they 
checked up accurately on the yields. 
The farmers all over the state are 
appreciating the value of pure seed 
and it is only by maintaining high

poultry flocks culled by an expert 
poultryman will have the opportun- 
ity during August and September, if 
they will send their names in to the 
county agent's office. 
W. W. Zike, 


of Morristown and one of the best 
utility poultry judges in the state 
has agreed to take care ow the com- 
mercial culling work in the counts' 
this year. 


In order to handle the work ef- 


fieently, the schedule will be made 
out by townships, grouping the work 
so that there will be five or 
six 


flocks to cull in a day and all lo- 
cated in one township. This makes 
it necessary that there be at least 
five flocks signed up in a township 
before the culling agent will han- 
dle that township. 


Arrangements have been made to 


have the work done at a very rea- 
sonable fee which will make it pos- 
sible for the owner of the flock to 
pay for the culling of a hundred 
hens by selling about two of the 
culls which wouldn't pay for their 
feed anyway.

are received and as soon as there 
are enough flocks signed np in jr~ 
to\rnship to make a' days work, a' 
schedule for that township will be 
made up and the work started.

SECRET OF WHY SOME MEN CAN 


OBTAIN CREDIT BUT OTHERS CANT 


The secret of why some men can 


readily obtain credit, while others 
are unable to •orrow a cent, is dist 
closed in the present article prepar- 
er by the Committee on Public Edu- 
cation of the 
American Bankers 


Association., It tells an interesting 
story of how a man of forty, 
of 


good reputation 
and fair success, 


was nonplussed by his inability to 
borrow and had to pass up a good 
opportunity. 


Bunks are said to deal in credit. 


The tw<trd 
"credit"! has 
various 


meanings. When you deposit money 
your, account receives "credit" for 
that amount. When a man borrows 
money on bis note at the bank, he 
is granted "credit." When a rail- 
road, a manufacturing concern, a 
town, or a government issues bonds, 
-it uses its "credit." 
When anyone 


bays goods without paying cash, at 
the time of purchase, "credit" is 
granted. Without credit, our pres- 
ent day business system could not 
exist. 


Credit is possible only where peo- 


ple have confidence in each other, 
and confidence can exist only where 
good character exists. Every suc- 
cessful buisness man looks upon his 
credit standing as a most valuable 
asset, and he maintains it by square 
dealing. 
To get credit a man must 


pay his debts, or it soon becomes 
known he is not of good character 
and not worthy of confidence. Those 
from whom he would buy refuse to 
trust him and the banks decline to 
grant him credit. Then come busi- 
ness failure and a long uphill fight 
to get on his feet again and live 
down the past. 


Honesty is not the only factor 


involved in credit. 
For instance, 


Mr. Jones, a man of forty, of ex- 
cellent morals, who has enjoyed a 
fair income for many years, sees 
in opportunity to purchase a busi- 
ness. 
He requires 
financial 
as- 


sistance. 
He calls 
on a hanker 


and 
asks 
the necessary 
credit. 


The banker asks the nature of the 
business, 
what 
it will cost, and 


what Mr. Jones can command in 
ready money, or other resources, 
but learns that he has no money 
or property of his pwn. 


•It is clear that Mr. Jones lacks 


ability <to manage, his affairs wise- 
ly. 
He 
has not 
had 
enough 


strength of character to sare mon- 
ey 
by 
adapting expenses to in- 


come, and therefore has not proved 
that he could make financial pro- 


gress. 
Moreover, if men do not. 


invest some of their own money in* 
the business they usually lack in- 
centive and become easily discour- 
aged. 
It would be unwise for any- 


one to assume such a financial risk, 
and Mr. Jones probably would fail 
to get credit from the bank. 
He 


must give up his opportunity to some 
one else who has saved money. 


Banks are public servants, 
but 


that'does not 
obligate 
them 
to 


serve those who are unfair in busi- 
ness or lacking in the great princi- 
ples 
underlying success. 
To be 


known as a careful and thrifty per- 
son is the best assurance that the 
bank will extend 
financial 
help 


when needed. 


Many people think that one should 


shun debt like the measles. They 
fail to distinguish -between wise and 
unwise debt. It is wise to use credit 
that is, go into debt, to buy a home. 
Such 
debt encourages thrift. 
A 


student may wisely borrow money 
needed to complete his education. It 
is an investment that should pay div- 
idends in greater success. Another 
wise use of credit is borrowing to 
buy good bonds, such as 
Liberty 


Bonds, paying $20 down, borrowing 
$80 from the bank, and paying it off 
out of savings. 


There 
are .circumstances, 
now 


ever, under which one should nev- 
er borrow money. Never incur a 
debt in a speculatice venture. Of 
the people who speculate, ninety- 
five per cent lose. Neither should 
debts be incurred to purchase plea- 
sure-giving possessions. Such debts 
are milestones around the necks of 
countless families. 


Progressive banks adhere to the 


same standards they exact of their 
patrons. Their busines 
methods 


must be beyond reproach. 
They 


exclude business 
of doubtful repu- 


tation and have no part in the fe- 
verish struggle for sudden wealth. 
Well-managed banks are 
regarded 


with great respect, and 
hold 
a 


place of ever increasing importance. 


Some thoughtless persons criti- 


cize banks for not making loans 
more freely, but it must be remem- 
bered that a. bank's business is to 
receive deposits as well as to grant 
loans, and it is therefore the trus- 
tee of money belonging to 
others. 


It must safeguard its depositors' 
funds and so control them as to be 
always ready to return them in- 
tact upon demand. 
That requires 


great care in granting credits.

This 
is the field where svteh striking re- 
sults have been obtained by Purdue 
University Agricultural Experiment 
Station in improving the "slash" 
land by tile 
drainage 
limestone, 


fertilizer, legumes and manure. The 
yield of corn have been increased 
from 20 bushels per acre to over 
60 bushels, and the land it not pro- 
ducing fine crops of 
clover 
hay 


where it was possible to get a stand 
three years ago. The Field Day and 
Picnic gives the farmers of south- 
eastern Indiana jin opportunity to 
see the results and hear the discus- 
sion of the treatments which 
are 


proving so effective in building up 
this "slash" land soil. 


The same plan for the day is to 


be followed as in previous years. 
The field experiments are to be vis- 
ited by the men in the forenoon, 
while a special women's program is 
being given on the picnic grounds. 
The grounds are in a fine woods 
adjacent to the experiment field be- 
longing to the Klein Brothers. Per- 
manent buildings have been erected 
in this woods for the aV;comodation 
of 
visitors, and preparations are 


being made by the local people for 
taking care of the 
hundreds of 


farmers from neighboring counties 
who are expected to be present on 
that date. A combined program for 
both men and women is being pre- 
pared for the afternoon. Everyone 
is to bring lunch which is to be 
spread on long tables prepared for 
the purpose. 


Further announcements regarding 


the details of the program, will be 
made from time to time. Mark the 
calendar and save the date, Thurs- 
day, 'August 23 for this meeting.

Now is the time to clean out bnck- 


iorn, thistles and dock from clover 
intended for seed. A little work now 
may save much labor later and also 
will mean several dollars per bu- 
shel more for the seed. 


Several cases of ergot in rye have 


jeen reported from over Indiana to 
Purdue University. If any ergot is 
present, although cleaning of the 
grain is necessary before feeding in 
order to get rid of all ergots. This 
an usually be done by screening 
and blowing. ' 


The Northern Lake County Cow 


Testing Association showed especi- 
ally up well during May withN-109 
cows of the 407 on test, producing 
more than 40 pounds of butterfat. 
The average of the ten high cows in 
the association was 77 pounds of 
butterfat for the 31 day period.

RABBIT FARMING 


Warsaw, 
Ind., Aug. 14—Rabbit 


fanning is more 
profitable 
than 


chicken farming, according to in- 
formation conveyed to the city coun- 
cil of Warsaw by persons who have 
made the experiment, but thn rabbit 
farms must not be conducted within 
the corporation limits of Warsaw, 
according to a decision reached by 
the city dads in' refusing to grant 
permits for the construction of 
number of rabbit houses. During the 
summer months the rabbits are fed 
almost exclusively on wild lettuce 
found in large patches throughout 
north central Indiana.
